W. W. Gressett who suddenly 
passed away last Friday w’as one 
o f the pioneer Methodist preachers 
of this section and a man firm in 
the belief of right and the final 
triumph of justice, through the 
hands of the hands of t!»e maker 
of Heaven. 


He was born January 13, 1847, 
in Jasper county, Miss., later mov­ 
ing to Louisiana where he entered 
the confederate army at the age of 
16 years and served until the close. 
He was married in Louisiana to 
Mary L. Hayes, January 13, 1869, 
and together they came to T^xas in 
1875, settling in Comanche coun­ 
ty where his wife died on October 
30,1893. Of this union there were 
born 6 children, four of whom live. 
Mrs. Will Vineyard of Hasse jMrs. 
O. W. Dingus of Blackweh, P. A. 
Gfessett of Downing, and Miss Et­ 
ta Gressett at home. 


He was subsequently married to 
Mrs. W. E. Davidson on Dec. 24, 
1893; and of this union there were 
seven children, five of whom are 
living; Earl, Tressie, Iona, Amelia, 
and Evans. 


He is also survived by a wife 
and three step-children, W. J. Dav- 
idson, H. E. Davidson, and Mrs. C. 
F. Smith, all of Comanche county. 
Rev. Gressett was converted in 
1879 and soon afterwards was li­ 
censed to preach. Engaging in the 
ministry at that time meant incal­ 
culable suffering and untold hard­ 
ships, but never wavering in his 
faith in his 
call, Bro. Gressett 
preached fearlessly and actively 
until his advancing age prevented. 
As a Christian man firm in his 
•vietions and adhering to his 
principles he made his life a daily 
•acn^ice to the advancement of 
Christian upbuilding of the coun­ 
try. 


His funeral services were con­ 
ducted by Rev. H. S. Anglin, in ac­ 
cordance with an agreement en­ 
tered into between Rev. Anglin 
and himself twenty years ago,that 
the funeral of the one 
passing 
away first should be conducted by 
the other. 
Firm in the faith in his M aker’s 
wisdom in constructing the laws 
of nature such that we must all at 
one time pas3 away, Rev. Gressett 
had written his 
own 
obituary 
which was read by Rev. Anglin at 
the grave.

Gueronoma Larma, a Mexi­ 
can servant, 16 years old, slept im­ 
mediately overhead on the roof of 
the sleeping porch. 
At about

Yesterday afternoon he pur­ 
chased a box of shells containing 
No. 1 buck shot to fit a 12-gauge 
shotguu which he owned.

also found this morning that he 
iad bundled up his clothing* and 
had placed in the bundle sundry 
articles, such as cans of sardines’ a 
latchet and other provisions which 
ie probably calculated he would 
need in his flight.
